In the Office Action mailed December 13, 2002, designated as Paper No. 6 in the 
above-captioned application, the Examiner requires that Applicants list all chemical elements 
of the Markush claims 2, 3 and 5 in the order of preference of examination. Claims 3 and 5 
depend on claim 2; hence any examination of claim 2 will necessarily include claims 3 and 5. 

With regard to claim 2, the transition metals, please examine in the order chromium, 
nickel, cobalt, titanium, vanadium, manganese, copper, molybdenum, niobium, tantalum, 
tungsten and iron, followed by the remaining transition metals (e.g., zinc, scandium, 
zirconium, yttrium, and so forth) in any order. /~ 



With regard to claim 2, the lanthanide metals, please examine in the order erbium, 
neodymium, praseodymium, ytterbium, thulium, dysprosium, holmium, samarium, 
gadolinium, terbium, europium, lutetium, terbium and cerium. 



Applicants note that claims 8, 9 and 17 are also Markush type claims. Please examine 
the substance therein in the order given in the respective claim.
